POISON IVY’S LEAVES EASY 
TO DISTINGUISH 


Known to botanists as “toxicod- 
endron” but to most Misissippians 
as poison ivy, this leaf becomes 
especially plentiful in the state- 
during summer. Some lucky folks 
are immune to poison ivy which 
flourishes almost everywhere in 
the Unitgad States — ag a clinging 
vine or as a trailing or upright 
shrub. The vine variety is abund-| 
ant in Mississippi, although other 
forms are present. All forms 
of poison ivy have green; glossy’ 
leaves in summer, red or fusset. 
in spring and fall, and varies in. 
length from one to four inches, '
